The dredge was moved to the north- 
end of the bar- and opeiatod for so«'t>. ' 
thne. A test -.nada of the smvel at. 
it ran.; $1,50 a-,; yard.- ' Tha' company 
evidently ' thought tliat it would not. 
be wise to make- too- good a showing,, 
and the dredge .'waiS* moved further • 
south to about- ttieli'caatxo of the bar.. 
It operated here-^ for nUie hours, and 
the returns were $375. for the run. 

The current was very swift herp, an<?'' 
Jloatlng logs interfering with thd, 
■dredge, it was moved to the south end 
•of the bar, under the protection of the^- 
bar itself. This point of the bar Is. 
evidently not so rich, as other sections,, 
but the company, decided to run there.- 
one shift a day, of about ten houra*-. 
After an eight-hour run the clean-up- 
was made and amounted to $1,000-

In talking over the company's, plans, 
Mr. Dennis remarked that he was 
struck with the similarity of Victoria 
with respect to its surrounding terri- 
tory to that of Calgary a few 'years 
back.

Provisions Under Threat of 
Bombardment. 



^1ayora^d Council Summoned 
on Board and Ordered to 
Contribute. 



ST, PETERSBURG, July 5.— The 
battleship fotemklne has arrived 
at Theodesla, a port on the east- 
ern shore of the Crimea peninsula, 
with the torpedo boat which she 
towed out o£ the harbor oI Kustenjl. 
It la believed tlmt the battleship took: 
' .the crew of the torpedo boat on board 
4uad aljiUidoned or sank her -while on 
the way ' to Theodesia. The torpedo 
hit&t destroyer SmeUlvy, -which went 
In pursuit of 'the Knlaz Potemklne, 
evidently; failed to overtake her, jia 
.she has not been reported. 

Theodesla, Crimea, July 6. — Sum- 
tao'ned by the Knlaz Potemklne, repre- 
sentatives of the council -went on 
board the battleship and were re- 
ceived 111 the admiral's cabin by the 
'. commanding oflicer. The commission 
'demEinded the delivery of 500 tons of 
. coal and provisions of varlou.s kindH 
within twenty-four hours, and threat- 
■eried that In the event of non-compU- 
4|nce after due warning to the Inhablt- 
.ants the town would be bombarded.. 

The committee also proposed that 
.the mayor should transmit to the 
.populace a proclamation demanding 
'the termination of the -war, a convoca- 
-tion of zemstvos, etc. Learning of the 
■ demands, many 

Inhabitants Fled the Town 
Many of the workmen insisted that the 
-demands bo granted. 

A special meeting of the muulclpal- 
.Ity was called, and the council coii- 
.sented to deliver the provisions, but 
■-refused to comply with the demand 
■.-tor coal, for the reason that the town 
'had none. 

Odessa, July 5 — (2:17 p. in.)— It i.s 
reported that the battleship Knla--: 
Potemklne appeared off Akkerman, 17 
miles southwest of Odessa. On July 
3 a torpedo boat entered the harbor 
of Akkerman and ileniaiulod coal anil 
Tirovlslons.

OPPOSED TO PEACE 

Prolongation of Present Struggle 
Will Hasten Ail Needed' 
/ , Reforms. 



St. .Petersburg,'' ..July 5. — 'Maxim 
rGorky, tlic novelist, -who is living at Ko- 
kola, a small village on the coast of Fiu- 
land, has refused a llatteriug offer to go 
on a lecture lour in the United .States, 
preferring to reinuiii where ho is and be 
on liiuiil at tlu! hour of aiding the work 
of einaneipaling lliis.sia. (!orky is ouo 
of the rei'O^'nized leaders of the eou- 
LsLiluents, and is visited daily hy persons 
from all parts of Uiissia. He has a large 
iueoaie, but gives the major portion of it 
to the eause which he has at heart. 
.Gorky is a great admirer of the United 
iStiltes iuul I'rosidont Itoosoveit, but 
"wliile he gives unstiutcd praise to the 
'President's efforts to bring the war to 
«,n end, he sajs lie thinks that from a 
iRussiau staudpoiut it Avould be a mis- 
fortune. 

. "It has opened the eyes of the country 
to the impossibility of the present regime 
and has already produced cliiuiges wliioh 
were hardly dreamed of two years ago. 
If peace should come now the govern- 
ment would be able tp turn its attention 
to the interior and iwssibly check the 
side of reform." 

Maxim Gorky's lip;\!th h.ns much im- 
proved. His attorneys are iiiaking plans 
for his defences of the charge of preci- 
pitating the revohitionarj- riots,' wliicli 
'they liopc to convert into a iioiitical 
demonstration and are subpoenaing min- 
isters Of state and other high person- 
ages.

"Hy this system," said Dr. Kayinond, "the 
geological records as well as the ordinary 
mining records of mines would be carefully 
preserved In a manner hidlspenslble to the 
Interests concerned, and of enormous value 
lu the event ot litigation.

Report That the Ship's Strong 
Box Contained About ' 
$375,000. 



St. Petersburg, July 6 — (2:15 a. m.) 
— ^While no otBctal confirmation Is 
obtainable, the Associated Press haa 
been Informed by authority usually 
rellatla that the admiralty has re- 
ceived news that the Knlaz Potemklne, 
after shipping coal, provisions nnd 
medicines. Is again at largo In the 
Black Sea, and that her destination Is 
unknown. Whether the report of the 
sailing of the battleship be true or 
not, the crew took a remark;ib!e stop 
yesterday when, with the solemnity of 
a provisional government. It Issued a 
manifesto addressed to the powers an- 
nouncing that civil war had boKun 
against the existing regime In Russia, 
and pledging the inviolability of for- 
eign shipping and foreign ports. 

This action doubtless was taken to 
quiet the apprehension of foreign 
powers and to leave no excuse for the 
.■sending of warships through the Dar- 
danelles to effect the Capture ot the 
battleship, which until now Russia's 
Black Sea fleet dared not attempt.' 
This move of the mutineers .stampis 
the commander of the crew: as a 
leader far above the dftss of the orr!" 
ainory .aaUor, , and strengthens th^ 
opinion that he Is not a member of 
the original crew, but one of the revo- 
lutionaries who went on board at 
Odessa. The Issuance of the manl- 
festo lends a certain dignity to the 
mutiny, .and proves that the crew and 
their commander have no desire that 
the world should believe them to bo 
mere outlaws, but that they should 
be looked upon ns seriously raising 
the standard cf revolution. Nothing 
has been received to confirm the sup- 
position that the request for a doctor 
at Theodosla Indicated a struggle for 
supremacy aboard. 

According to a rumor printed in an 
afternoon paper, the ship's strong-box 
contained J375,000, and the mutineers 
therefore would be 
I Well Supplied With Money 
I In circles closely in touch with the 
revolutionists it is regarded as a 
foregone conclusion that the com- 
mander of the Knlaz Potemklne will 
bead for Poll or Batouni, where the 
revolutionists are exceedingly strong. 
In the hope of Inducing .a general ris- 
ing. With the authorities In the 
Caucasus almost powerless to prevent 
It, such contingency I.s by no means 
Impossible. 

Despatches from Tlflls received lost 
night say that reports of the rioting 
at Odessa and the mutiny on the 
Knlaz Potemklne has aroused the 
most Intense Interest and the wildest 
joy amone the revolutionists. The re- 
ceipt ot the reports was followed im- 
mediately by a complete strike, even 
the lamp-lighters quitting work. The 
city Is In darkness and the Inhabitants 
generally are fleeing to the northward. 
The Kmporor Nlchol.as II., the crew 
of which Is reported to have mutinied 
at Constantinople, Is a Russhin mer- 
chantman. Considerable anxiety Is 
felt because the cruiser Chlrnomoretz, 
which was due at Sebastopol on Mon- 
day, has not yet arrived. 

Powers Watch Events 

London, July 6. — ^It>.ls understood 
that the movements of the Kitlas Po- 
temklne are receiving the serious at- 
tention of the powers, who are ex- 
changing views on the possible neces- 
sity of taking joint measures to firo- 
toct neutral commerce in the Ulaok 
Sea. According to the .Vssoclated 
Press ilespaiches from Vienna, how- 
ever, nothing will be done, even In 
the shape of joint reiu-eseiita tion s to 
the llussiaii goveriinieiit. excelil in the 
last extreinlty. It being desiri'd to 
avoid \vouiuliiig lliissia's susceiitiblli- 
tlcs. 

.Specl.'il ilespatcbe.s from ( 'niist,-iii t i - 
nople give an uncoiilirnied reimrl that 
the Kiiiaic Poleiiikiiie i-ngaged two 
nritish ollh'ers at .Kiistenji.

The mau who is looking 
for land for farming avoids both timber 
and rocks, and .socks for it in only the 
most accessible parts, near a line of rail- 
way or the water'.s edge. In this way, 
110 knowledge that is comprehensive and 
generally useful lias bceu acqnirod to 
guide or instruct tlio immigrant outside 
- of certain beaten lines ot travel. 

The C.r.It. in the regular way of busi-

By far the greatest 
resource, outside of the possibilities of 
mineral discoveries, is tiiat of timber, 
vhich is evcr.vwliere in varyhi',' (piiinti- 
ties and (itialities . A large pai l (jf it is 
best adiiplpd tor tin' making of cord- 
wood, but as the d(.mand for cordwood 
is limited, only l^ snwll outlet annually 
e.x:ists for that parlicijl.iir indu.stry. A 
great deal of it is hililwldg for pulp 
wood, but tlio demand that will o.tiHt in 
this line is yet problematical. Eveijiuul. 
ly no doubt there will be a market for 
every stick of timber suitable for iiulp 
making. How far distant that time is 
yet depends upon the success of the pulp 
and paper industries that arc at present 
In qontcmplntion.

One particular condition favors this 
province at present, and its imiiortaneo 
will continue to be emphnsized !is time 
goes on, and that is climate. Tliis prov- 
ince peculiarly attracts the well-to-do 
farmer of the Middle West of America, 
who, with ail the advantages that it 
possesses in the way of farming on a 
large and profitable scale, in time re- 
volts against the rigors of tho w-inter and 
the everlasting tuonotony of the prairies. 
If -wo can provide hiiu with the oppor- 
tunities Ot making a comfortable living 
even in a snmll way lio will come here, 
and w;!! f.ill over his neighbor in the ef- 
fort of reaching such a location. A mild, 
liealthful climate, with attractive en- 
vironments, and an occasion snilT (jf the 
sea or Iak« breeze and aa oci'asional oji- 
portuiiity to ii.sh and shoot, is what he 
w.'iats. Our varied life appeals to the 
average nmn most strongly, which is the 
principal reason that every visitor to the 
Coast goes away so favorably impressed 
with the country, and is so anxious to 
come ngaim Our .'-•pecuil Immigration 
duty lies in tho direction of taking ad- 
vantage to the full of the advantages we 
possess. If the railway company can 
point the way, even to a limited degree, 
the example will be followed by private 
parli(.s in evi'ry other part of the prov- 
ince, and tbirs we .'lave oiiencd up to us 
in the future the visLas of great possibili- 
ties. What it has taken yea.rs to arrive 
at in a i)reliminary manner will speedily 
mature into an extensive system of de- 
velopmc.iit, and a lagging population will 
no longer exist. 

When the Canadian I'aci(i(. Railway 
Comiiany took over the Esiiuimalt Xa- 
luiimo railway and land grant, we re- 
marked that a great many persons wer.^ 
looking for traufoi niati:)U to <'nsiio imme- 
diately. 'J'liey s;iw ,a tree pl.-nited toiiay 
and they looked for it to be;ir fruit to- 
morrow. Important changes and results 
are not brought about in thnt way, and 
lieople must not expect lo sei' everything 
tlie comii.'iny have in view nccouiplislird 
Ibis year or even next. As will be .seen 
elsewhere, they are going about carrying 
out their plans In a thorough and com- 
preheiisive f:isiu.iu. Owing, however, t) 
the loi-midable nature of tlio task, it will 
obviously lak(! some lime to secure the 
necessary data, and after tho infornm- 
sioii is all in hand it will tr.ko time to 
mature the plans lo be based on 
it. It may turn out that the possibilili(.s 
ot' development in the way that has been 
iiidientfd are not so great a.s has been 
anticipated. It jnay transpire that a 
Vi'i-y materi,.il alteration of the ultimate 
jilaris III conii.miilation may be necessary. 
Tilt' J.mblic must wait, because tin. com- 
ppay wilf ."Ot hastily do anything on a 
large scale, and i'laeh'^a course is dic tated 
b,v business considerations t!»at jt woiiicj 
oe unwise to ovi>r!co!:.

rPAYING THE PIPER. 

The Sidney Herald complains that the 
government in Australia costs a great 
deal itoo much. ^Parliamentary gevcrn- 
ment cost«v'fhe 'Commonwealth and the 
States over half a million pounds ster 
ling per annum, a considerable per con- 
tage of -which goes to pay the salaries of 
ministers and allowances to members, 
who number CCO' In' fill, or ■ more, than 
twice as many as England had wiien its 
IioiHilntioii ecinalled that of Australia at 
present. The Herald poiuts out that were 
the nu'inbership of the' Houses of Lords 
and Commons in thesi? latter days pro- 
portionate to the Federal and State I'ar- 
li;niieiUs of the Comnioinvoaltli, it ivonld 
need to be multiplied tenfold. Tlie peo- 
ple had hoped that federation Would en- 
sure a reduction in tho cost of goveni- 
ment, but Instead of a saving lieing ef- 
fected the new arrangement lia..< iiiater- 
ially increased tho expense. Limt year 
the Federal senators cost £14,2G3. mem- 
bers nf the House of Representatives, 
C-2S,0r>S; ministers. £.11,920; tho introduc- 
tion of the Electoral Act, L-MX>'>D: elec- 
tions, X18,!i3;i; Hansard staff, librarv, 
etc., £-JS,430; prinUng, £14,801, and mis- 
cellaucouj items, which brought tho to- 
tal up to nearly £'2(M),()Q(). This was ex- 
clusive of tho salary and allowances of 
the tiovernor-General, £lU,tX)0. and the 
cost of tlie IBxncutive Council, £2.(KX). 
.N'ew South Wales spent over £l(M),(i(i() 
for "executive am! legislative services," 
.■Hid in addition i:'.l,(l(K), salary and al- 
lowances of tho Lieut.-tJoveruor, and 
,£0,000 to the Agent-General. The ex- 
penses of legislation in the other states 
are on a par with those of Xew South 
Wales, so that the grand total repre- 
sents five per cent, on £J(),(l<K),(iiKI., 

The paper deprecates the ciunplete 
shutting up of tho "big talking shop"— 
as the Federal I'liTliament is irrovercut- 
ly called— which has been seriously ]jro- 
posed iu some radical journals, but it 
thinks the time has arrived in whicli the 
.State legislatures should be made to as- 
sume a less jireteiitious asjiecf, ami tme 
more in keeping with the work that is 
left for them to perform. Their elUciency 
might even be increased by a reduction 
in the number of members. 



TeferonC'j iu tho Colonist, in which it was 
:pHreii|.1:etically stated that "however 
wroutr ho may bavo boen in the course 
ipursaed by liim, every British Columbian 
will fool deep sympathy for the aged 
(man, etc." The dispute over tlie old 
.Mttlaktilitla Missiou was, in years gono 
by, a very bitter one; and, ns in every 
■dispute 'Of the kind, there were two sides 
■to the case. In making the refereoee wo 
did, it was not intended to convey the 
Impression that Mr. Duncan did -wrong, 
but on tho assumption that even if lie did 
do wrong, liis present perplexities were 
BUfllcient to create in his behalf tho keen- 
est sympatliy of the public. Bishop 
Cridgc, who has been a life-long friend of 
'Mr. Duncan, and who took his side strong- 
ly at the time of the dispute iu tiuestion, 
is now -wielding the cudgels in bis bo- 
half and clearly states the particulars 
from his standpoint. At this date, and 
in the circumstances, it is to be liopcd 
that tho bitterness of the old feud will 
be forgotten and that instead of a news- 
paper discussion being raised as to who 
was riglit and who was wrong, an effort 
will be made to assist the venerable mis- 
sionary in rehabilitating the Indians in 
their old liome, and in bringing succor to 
one w-lio has .spent bis life in their ser- 
vice. ,So far, Jiowever, the news of the 
fire has not been fully ooniirmcd.

In a short time a by-law will be 
submitted to the ratepayers providing 
for the authorization oC a loan of 
$11,000 for the purpose ol!

An Idea as to the manner in which 
the money, la to be- expended' will .be 
obtained"from a report of the electric 
light committee of the city cptincii 
submitted a short time ago, and the 
recommendations contained in the an- 
nual report of the superintendent. 
.The report of the committee was as 
follows: 

"We nave exnmlned Into the matter 
and find that the llghling system is at 
pi'esent ta.Ked to its utmost limit, and 
therefore It Ih inii)osslble to grant re- 
(|uests for additional lights until such 
time as the present .system may be 
enlarged. Your committee beg to 
recommend the I'oDovving regarding 
enlargement ami iii'iprovements to the 
present system, imniely: 

"One new dynamo, 230 ligiits capa- 
city, uiJproximato cost $:;,1»10; 1 ex- 
citer, ?lin; 1 switchboard, $305; belt 
pulley and clutch and liLtiii.g same, 
$500; a transformers of 50 lights 
capacity, each $1,800; 150 long-burn- 
ing arc lamps, $4,600; ro-arranging 
circuits, $810. Total. $11,000. 

"Your committee find that iu the 
event of this recommendation being 
adopted and the new lamps installed, 
that one trimmer could be dispensed 
with, thelreby effecting a saving to 
tlie city of $720 per annum. The 
lamps In use at present only bum 15. 
hours, and the up-to-date lamps 
recommended will bum 80 hours, 
thereby effecting the saving ias sug- 
gested above," 

M. Hutchison, superintendent of the 
llglitlng department, in his -annual re- 
Ijort said: 

"I am i)artlculaily de.^lrous of di- 
recting attention to the necessity of 
improving and installing extra eciulp- 
ment for street lighting, as the plant 
has gradually reached the Imilt of its 
capacity, and In order to meet the 
usual demand for e.xtensio:i.s of the 
system (wldch seem to increase year 
by year), additional plant x\ ill be re- 
quired. The street Uglulng systoai j 
consists of 305 lamps distributed over 
five sepai-ate circuits, the aggre.'-ate 
length of line in .said circuits being 
tipproxlmately 95 miles. I give below 
a statement showing the normal cajia- 
clty of the various dynamos in use, 
and the number of lamps operated by 
each: 

"No. 1 dynamo, capacity 60 lights, 
operating 59 lamps,' No. 2 dynamo, 
capacity 60 lights. Operating 57 lamp.s; 
No. 3 dynamo, capacity 60 lights, op- 
erating 59 lumps; No. t dynamo, 
capacity 100 lights, operating 92 
lamps; No. 5 dynamo, capacity 40 
lights, operating 38 lamps, 

" It w ill be clear from the iibove 
that the d.\namos are praetlcallv load- 
ed to their full capacity, hh line lo.sses 
reduce the normal capacity about 
per cent. Of the total number 
lamps In regular .service— viz., 305— 
130 are of an ob.solete lyije and con- 
stitute aur main source of tl-ouble. 
These lamps wei-e installed In this 
city in l.S,sy, and at tlULt time wore 
equal to any on the market, but the 
progress nia<le in clectrlcul appartitus, 
design and construction has been 
such as to Insure greater reliability 
and better service generally than wu.s 
possible tn the eanier designs. The 
manufacture of the earlier tyi)cs has 
long since been discontinued, and the 
only manner in ■which these lamps can 
be replaced when damaged beyond 
repair is to purchase rebuilt second- 
hand himps which have been dis- 
carded elsewhere owing to the difficulty 
experienced in operating same satis- 
factorily. The main aim In street 
lighting is reliability and continuity of 
-service, and when the system falls to 
fulilll these conditions, complaints are 
made, particularly If an Interruption 
of the .service talces place. ThiH is, 1 
Iircsumc-. only what might be ex- 
pected, owing to the ineonvenlciice cx- 
rierieiiced. It Is mifortimatelv true, 
however ,that these complaliit.s are 
improperly directed in most cases. 
i'"reedom from interruption is governed 
entirely by the facilities provided in 
tlie way of reserve capacity In engine, 
boiler and dyn.anio capacity. I need 
hardly mention that the inore exact- 
ing the service required of a jil.-iiu of 
any kind, the greater will be the cost 
of insiallatlon. It Is clear that, while 
the plant installed in the ll«-htiiig sta- 
tion in I'S;!.", Avas of pood t.vpc, the 
matter of reliability und (■oiitinui'ty in 
s(.r\ice was imt in .-m.v v.;iy iirovided 
for, excejit in the cu.-;(. nf br>il(-r |.l;uit 
where plant of doulde the .-ictu.-il re- 
quired capacity w.-is installed. 'i'ho 
selection of one engine of 31)0 horse- 
liower as the sole source of power, 
Instead of dividing the power between 
two engines ot 150 horse-power eacli, 
lias continually hampered our opera- 
tions, as we are entirely without re- 
.sources to bridge over the period re- 
ft uired for repairs In case of mishap, 
to which. It will be conceded, all ma- 
chinery, liartlcul.u-ly that of the hlgh- 
.speed tyjie, is liable."

Canadian hlcycles at one time did a 
large sharo ot the Australian trade. 
More Canadian bicycles were hoUI than 
those of the United States makers, but 
the trade has dropped. OC cour.se, the 
demand for bicycles Is not so great^ 
But the Cnnadlau dealer has not kept 
up with the advance. Not a motor 
wheel or motor car of Canadian manu 
facture has been sent to Australia. 
The trade has fallen off because the 
makers are not making what the mar 
ket requires. Canadian bicycles, how 
ever, sold for a higher prlce than 
others, .€25 being paid tor B<Jd Birds 
and other Kastern Canadian.. Wheels 
while £20 was being paid for others 
The dealers are still seeking the higher 
sprlce with poor results. 

As for cotton goods, Canada Is not 
In a position to supply the 'demand of 
Australia because the home market 
has grown so. The manujacturer can 
scarcely he blamed for refuslne to de- 
velop a distant market -when he ha.s 
one at home. Q-reaf Britain seiig the 
bulk o£ the cotton goods used In Aus- 
.tralia, Canada maintain^ the .amount 
« of the exports, but shows no desire to 
extend the trade. Four years ago 

The Largest Order 
ever given by an Australian firm was 
sent to CaJiada, It was given to Hon. 
B. Eeld's firm. He visited Canada 
iind spok^; In Ottawa. He said on hla 
return that he had seen Canadian 
manufacturers and did not see what 
they could supply, hut several years 
after that his Arm. gave a Cana- 
dian firm the largest order sent, from 
Australia. Sargold &„,,CQ,r another 
large distributor, had also sent large 
orders to Canada. 5 . , , . 

The Australian Is a keen business 
man. He doesn't like to give any 
more money to a Caaiadlan Urni than 
to another, but will give the Canadliui 
•■'merchant a preference over the mer- 
ifcbant of the United States. The 
United States puts a duty on the Aus- 
tralian's wool, while Canada admits it 
free. It is, of course, more to the ad- 
vantage of the Australian to build up 
a trade with the country in which he 
can sell Ws o.wn products free of duty. 

Regarding the Lumber Trade, 
Jlr. Larke said he could not say much. 
•Melbourne will buy all the spruce that 
Canada can send; while Sydney, on 
the other hand, prefers the. silver pine 
from California and the OOwrie, or 
white pine, from New Zealand. Mer- 
chants are buying less Oregon pine 
than they did. and more of the New 
Zealand timber. The government once 
gave a preference to New Zealand 
lumber, but this has been done away

live pounds more than other wheels 
on tlie market. 

Except In the season of drought 
there Is little demand In Australia for 
Pastoral Products 
Butter could be shipped to Australia 
In the winter^ and Australian butter 
could be sent here' in the winter sea- 
son. The seasons are reversed, as all 
know. But Canadian buttei- does not 
keep well. Australian Duller Is treat- 
ed with preservative."), boraclc acid, 
etc, but Ctuiadlans use only Halt, and 
the butter does not keep ••veil. Can- 
ada is sending much of McLaren's 
cheese to Australia, and If arrange- 
ments were made for a reciprocal duty 
between Canada and Australia, much 
other bu.slnoss would be done.

If capitalists estab- 
lished pulp mills tlioy could sell con- 
siderable of their output iu Australia. 
It Is difllcult to get the records of this 
trade. If one looks at the llguros of 
l.'is .Australian reports, It is shown 
that paper valued at .Cri.CiOit was 
shipped Into Australia from Canada in 
11)04; but If the Canadian reports are 
consulted. It Is shown that the trade 
with Australia, In paper for that year 
amounted to £78,000. Much of the 
paper was 8old.throu|rh United States 
and British houses, as is much of tlie 
lumber from British Columbia, which 
Is sold In Australia by San Francisco 
ilrms.

At yesterday uiorninj;'s business ses- 
sion of tlie American Institute of Miniii^' 
Kngiueors, W. S. Ayres, M.E., of Band', 
delivered a very interesting address on 
the Deutschman caves, at Uoss Peak, 
about two miles from Glacier. The lec- 
ture was illustrated with liiiieliKlit views, 
ill which [ilu.'to^'raplis taken liy .Mr. 
Ayres were used. The views included 
moiiiitain scenes taken fr(un the iicit,'h- 
borhood of llu- c-ivcs. The iireliminary 
.-survey was made by .Mr. Ayres for the 
Dominion ;,'overuiiieiit early this year, ll 
was done in company with Mr. L'lias. 
'Detitsclimau, the discoverer of the 
eaves. His intention is to visit tlie piai-e 
af,'aiii ill Aiij,'usl, wlu'ii water is low<'r, 
and make a further exploitation. Tlic 
i-aves were explained by the lecturer and 
proved very intorosting to.thQ listeners, 
In the full report, copies . of which 
Iiave been forwarded to Ottawa, Mr. 
Ayres describes the trip from Ross Pc.ik 
to tlie cave as an ariluous climb nlon^' 
a steep nunnUain side, over rock, snow- 
slides, and tliroiiKh a tangle of black 
alder.s. The n.scent Is 1,!»)0 feet aliove 
lltoss Peak water tank, and ,S,t)00 feet 
ilistaiit from the railway.

"The cave lia.s undoubtedly been 
formed from water erosion. The 
stream which formed it, CouHiar (:re(d<, 
which is entirely made up of glacier 
and .snow water, was found above the 
cave to be frea from any llmesalts. 
Us capacity, therefore, to dlssolvq 
lime rock when brought In contact 
with It is at Us maximum. The fine 
grains of sharp sand loosened from 
the lime rock and caught In the swift 
current of the small stream that at 
first found Its way through ;v shrink- 
age crack of some i>articular bod ot 
limestone, have undoubtedly given tlie 
water un unconnnoii erosive jjower, 
■\vhich through the couiitles.s years of 
the cave's history has enabled that 
mountain torrent to carve out a mam- 
moth channel In solbl marble. 

"The absence of all stalactites and 
stalagmites, Hucb as are- usually found 
in cave.s, and the jirc^seiice of curiously 
carved marble walls, wonderfully var- 
ied In fantastic sbapes and sombre 
coloring, suddenly m.ikes one reiilly-e 
that ho is far removed from all things 
f.uiilliar. 

"\H to the probable extent of the 
cave, the probable outlet from the 
cave Is about' one half mile south of 

entrance No. 4 and 'Upper Goat and 

Douglas l^a.lls,' at-.d the section Is 
most i)i-obab!y a labyrinth ot 

Underground Waterways 

"The one half ndle between liOwer 
Oo.'it h^alls and the stipposed outlet 
should be the hirgest part of the cave 
by rea.son of accumulated waters. 

"There may exist many other lesser 
caves further north on the .strike of 
this formation. 

"No evidence whatever was discov- 
ered that any portion of the cave has 
ever been used as a habitation by any 
human beingii, such as Ii^dlans, or by 
any wild animals, such' as bears or 
wolves. 

"This cave is situated on the west 
slope of the Selklrks In British Col- 
umbia, at the headwaters of Cougar 
creek, north about two miles from 
Ross Peak water tank on the C. I'. It., 
and west two and one lialf mil,-s from 
the Cliicler station. Il was discov- 
ered rictober L"J. 1!UI.|, by Charles II. 
Deuth-chman. wlios.' name It hears, 

".Mount .Sir Uoiiahi and the gi-.-at 
OL'icler are in jilaiii view looking east 
from the cave, .as is sliown by iiholo- 
graph X'o. 5. In f.act they can b,? 
sci'ii from here to a far better adv.an- 
tagi> than frcun tli.. Chuder House. 

"Looking !n the opiiosile direction, 
due west, the ghudcr fiu-ming Cotigar 
creek i.s In plain view. We named it 

Grizzly Glacier 
because a grizzly bear only a few 
weok.s ago came down over It on his 
way westward and disputed with Mr. 
Deutschman his right to Invade the 
t.'iTitory. 

•'l.",ill,r,vii!g nil lb.' Cougar cr.'ok 
to\'.-;ir,is tills glacier for ,a miU' .-uul a 
half from the cavo through a narrow 
valley with high moiiiilains on eilhcr 
side, we cam,' upon two little lakis, 
twins, ,'ovcr.Ml with a spotless I'lMin- 
terpaiie of snow, am! fed by tli,' .gla- 
cier itself. 

"Passing dovn C.-uigar creek 101) 
feet and turning ba.-k to loidj at the 
end of the bridge, a beautiful scone 
m,3ets the eye. The opening in the 
rocks out of which the water quietly 
and mysteriously flows, the snow-cov- 
ered banks and the falls In the fore- 
ground make this a very attractive 
spot. 

".Another 100 feet further down 
the Stream brings us to a beautiful 
little 'fall ,1mni,'diol,'l,\- opik/sU,' en- 
trance Xo. 1 "f llic cav,'. Cougar 
creek. ,_n-cii now, , luring vi'ry high 
water, divides a..< il coitu'S over th 
falls, a pari of il Ih.wiiig ov.t tli 
overhanging rocks at th,' right in tli 
liictui-,., .'liters th,' cavo .-it l-hitran.'

Nature's Handiwork 
It Is a water channel cut Into solid 
rock, with many rotind potlioloH In the 
cli:..jinel and along th.^ sides, b'or the 
tlrsl HIO f,.,d the d.'scent Ik verV 
moderate, but Ibo ni'xt IHO feet ll 
descends (Ui the dip of the strata, 
which is :;0 d.'gr.'cs to the east, 
through a s.'rles of larg'e and dee]) pot- 
holes, joined by iipening through their 
sides the water plunges, wlilrls and 
roars until lost nmlcr the west end 
of the second natural bridge. Thc^ 
channel has be.-.'ii c.allod the Hume, 
owing to lis i-csc;niblani',' to the Hume 
of a mill. 

"The socoiui natural bridge has been 
named the Mill Bridge, because Im- 
mediately where- the water enters 
under the bridge there Is a roaring 
sound ot a restless force such as Is 
heard at many waterwheels. The 
liahffth of this bridge Is 243 feet. 
..."At ' tha west end of the bridge, 
Cbugarv. creek emerges into a cavern 
about 170 feet, deep, which contimies 
for n distance of 2.14 feet, where it 
abruptly ends, .nnd Cougar cre,->k en- 
ters till! cave. It is called the Canyon 
on the map, 

'On the surface Immediately to the 
east of this canyort. are thd . , 
Beautiful WateriFatts 
which;! baye: niuriefl Bear Falls, Upper 
Coat Falls,- and, Pouff las Falls, the lat- 
ter In honor of Mr. H. Douglas, super- 
intendent of the Canadian national 
park. 

"From a' point about 1,000 feet 
Routh of the cavo and along Cougar 
creek a verv Interesting view meTts 
the eye. The fall.s In the upper part 
of the picture are Lower Coat Falls.' 
At their foot Is entrance No. 4 to the] 
cave, through which nil the water 
from the falls at once disappears.
